CLASS    HISTORY 

A  flash  of  light,  a  roar  of  might,  and  the  great  ship,  "Accideret",  (it  might 
happen)  zooms  into  space.  It  is  the  3964,  and  this  seeker  of  past  civilization 
shoots  from  a  highly  developed  region  of  another  planet  to  the  dark  world.  By 
chance  it  drops  to  a  rolling  section  of  land  not  far  from  a  shore  and  a  range 
of  mountains.  The  explorers  climb  from  this  miracle  and  instantly  notice  the 
ruins  of  an  old  structure  which  they  decide  must  be  brick.
